Utmost Efforts to Be Made for | 


Indictment Because of the 
False Testimony in 
Chinese Trial. 


The state’s attorney's office will seek the 
indictment,of Attorney Robert E. Cantwell 
for subornation of perjury, and there will 
be no compromise. 

This decision was delivered yesterday aft- 
ernoon by State's Attorney Healy to Attor- 
ney Charlies EF. Erbstein, who had called 
upon him seeking mieans for “ getting to 
gether” on the subject of Cantwell. 

Erbstein was seen to enter Mr. Healy's 
office in the afternoon, and it was learned 
later in the day that he went prepared to 
make any offers or concessigns which might 
be demanded in order to gain the assurance 
that the state’s attorney would leave Cant- 
well alone when the grand jury assemblies 
the first week in July. It was learned also 
that his errand was fruitless. 

Reports circulated, following Erbstein’s 
visit, that he went far beyond simple prom- 
iges that Cantwell would be a “‘ good Indian ” 
hereafter. In his search for a sacrifice or 
propitiation which would appeal to Mr. Healy’ 
he suggested that Cantwell, if left alone, 
could prove a great ally of justice in many 
cases where the state's attorney's office finds 
conviction difficult. 


Utmost Efforts for dedcciaiek 

He was assured that the state's attor- 
ney’s office would do its utmost to secure the 
indictment by the July grand jury of H. H. 
Stridiron and John Moissand, two witnesses. 
in the Chinese murder trial which Cantwell 
has been handling, on the charge of perjury; 
and that the same vigor will apply to similar 
proceedings against Cantwell himself, with 
@ view to having him indicted on the charge 
of subornation of perjury. 

Reports of Cantwell’s attack of appendicitis 
were not found to have much effect. This 
may have been because other reports reached

Series of Spectacular Trials. 

The exposure of perjury in the Chinese 
case followed a series of spectacular trials, 
in many of which Cantwell succeeded in 
freeing his clients. His fluent speech, quick 
memory, and daring and “ oratorical”’ 
methods are credited with these victories, 
the most paradoxical of which was the ac- 
quittal of Anthony Holland and Charles 
Kesner, tried for murder before Judge Mc- 
Ewen five years ago. Both men were ac- 
cused of killing an Illinois Central railroad 
watchman. 

The watchman, it was charged, found them 
stealing goods fromacar. Gantwell brought 
about their acquittal on an. alibi which con- 
vinced the jury that there was a mistake 
somewhere, and Holland left the country. 
Kesner was rearrested, tried on the charge of 
stealing from the same boxcar at the time 
the was committed, and was con- 
victed by another jury. 

Thereafter Cantwell was ip great demand 
in many criminal cases. Hise assertive ways 
in court eventually got him into trouble with 
Judge Chytraus, who in 1904 sentenced him to 
twenty-four hours in jail, but upon @ legal 
opinion that the twenty-four hours elapesd 
at sundown Cantwell escaped passing .the 
night in a cell. 


Friend of People Higher Up. 

Friendship with people “ higher up” has 
been a distinguishing feature of Cantwell's 
law careér. To state's attorneys and to 
their assistants who gtood close to the top 
he always has been courtesy itself outside 
of court. Automobile rides and yachting 
tripa to Michigan City and elsewhere have 
been proffered frequently. In one instance 
an Official was entertained on an outing only 
to find, months later, that a case which 
Cantwell defended in court had its incep- 
tion about the time of the outing. 

Judges were also in demand by Cantwell 
for the making of speeches at dinners of 
clubs to which he belonged. and men from 
‘the state’s attorney's office frequently were 
invited to ike affairs. The topics chosen for 
these addresses were invariably of high or- 
der,,and there was nothing in the acceptance 
of the invitations which could becriticised. 


Organizer of Rooters’ Club. 

The White Sox. Rooters’ club; which 
Cantwell organized, was, according to his 
own assertions, of much advantage to him 
in trying cases. To his friends he explained 
that baseball fans were often found upon 
juries and that sometimes members of the 
association were called asveniremen. When 
the organigation became so large as to be 
unwieldy Cantwell organized “The White 
Sox Rooters’ chub, incorporated.” 

A picture of some of the members of this 
club _ and other baseball enthusiasts on « 
pleasure trip was the undoing of Stridfiron 
and Moissant, whose faces appeared in It, 
because it. was taken en route to Milwaukee 
within a few hours of the time they testified 
that they were in Clark street and saw the 


murder of Chin Wai.

POLICE HELPLESS IN, ROUT. 


Playhouse Turned Into Bargain Coun- 
ter with Unexpected Success. 


New York, June 13.—[{Special.]—Today was 
the day set for the distribution of Merry 
Widow hats at the matinée of “The Merry 
Widow” at the New Amsterdam theater, 
and there was a dandy riot, which left be- 
hind it a playhouse strewn with back hair 
puffs, baby pins, and all those things which 
come off easily. . 

Now, these hats are just twenty-eight 
inches in diameter, and each was inclosed in 
a~cgular hat box. The management did not 
figure that the 50 cent seaters deserved any 
souvenirs and they did figure there would 
be some men. in the audience, so they bought 
1,200 hats and thought they would be enough. 
Then they made over the lounging room In 
the rear of the main floor into a hat depot 
and put across the frent of it a long counter, 
behind which were stationed-a lot of people 
to give out the hats to the bread line, which 
the management intended to have pass by 
and get their hats in orderly, Henry W. Sav- 
age manner. But that wasn't exactly what 


happened. 
2,000 Women for 1,200 Hats. 

As it turned out, there was something like 
2.000 women im the house, which was mis- 
calculation No. 1. Of course,- there wouldn't 
be a chance for the women if they weregiven 
hats on their entrance into’ the theater to 
get them into their seats and still let every- 
body see the show.

His appointment, made by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War Taft, was 
decided upon a month ago, but pending his 
consideration of ite acceptance wes not an- 
nounced until yesterday. 

Mr: Bicknell will enter upon his new work 
on Oct. 1. His headquarters will be in Wash- 
ington. . 

The Red Cross was founded for relief work 
on fields of battle. Later it took up the work 
of emergency relief in cities stricken with 
great calamities, such as floods,and earth- 
quakes. 

‘. Extension of Relief Work. 

Under Mr. Bicknell’s direction it will cover 
a still larger field of helpful endeavor. 

This plan of expansion contemplates affilla- 
tion with the best charitable organizations in 
all the large cities in the United States in 
order to give aid in misfortunes of less mag- 
nitude than those which befell Galveston and 
San Francisco. With such widespread or- 
ganjzation and doctors, nurses and assistants 
trained by experience the Red Cross will be 
prepared to act promptly wherever the need 
for action arises. 

Immediately after the earthquake and fire 
at San Francisco a relief committee was 
formed in Chicago. It asked Mr. Bicknell to 
go to the razed city to take charge of the 
committee's relief work there. He left for 
the Pacific coast four hours later and only 
two days after the catastrophe occurred. 

Mr. Bicknell distributed Chicago's con- 
tribution of $600,000 to the relief fund of $10,- 
000,000 raised by the country at large. He 
remained in San Francisco six months and 
during the last half of that period had charge 
of the work done under the administration of 
the Red Cross. 


Delegate to London Congress. 

A year ago he was one of five delegates 
from this country appointed by Secretary 
Root to attend the international Red Cross 
congress in London. He has many and wide 
affiliations with charitable associations and 
jnatitutions, most of which he must sever in 
his new position. 

He was a member of the committees whose 
action increased the efficiency of methods at 
the county hospital and at Dunning and that 
drew up the Juvenile courtlaw. He ison the 
advisory committee cobperating with the 
county officials in the construction of the 
new county infirmary near Blue Island, 
which is to cost $2,000,000. He is secretary 
of the tuberculosis tnstitute, chairman of 
the milk commission, a director of the play- 
grounds’ sesociation, president of the board 
of trustees of the state training school for 
girls, and president of the national confer- 
ence of charities

He named Colorado, California, Utah, and 
Nevada, but begged to be excused from nam- 
ing the other five at this time. Something had 
to be reserved in the interest of political strat- 
egy, he intimated. Mr. Montgomery said he 
expected to line up a large number of the 
New York delegates for his candidate, ten 
members of the delegation having been col- 
lege classmates of Hammond. . 

Thomas F. Walsh, a Colonado delegate at 
large, was busy booming Hammond, while 
nunferous Hammond supporters were circu- 
lating the report that their candidate would 
be placed in. nomination by George A. Knight 
of California. This was denied by a Taft 
leader who had taken the pains to inquire 
into the authority for the report. 


Clarke Mentioned for Place.

The convention is made up of twice as 
meny delegate as there are senators and 
representatives in congress, with two ex- 
tra delegates each for the territories, 
including the District of Columbia, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Alaska, Hawali, Porto 
Rico, and the Philippines. This makes 
a total of 980 delegates, of which #1 
votes are necessary toa choice. Each con- 
gressiona!] district elects its own two deile- 
gates without regard to any other district. 


New to Open First Session. 

Chairman Harry 8. New will call the con- 
vention to order at noon Tuesday. Bishop 
P. J. Muldoon of Chicago will offer prayer. 
Mr. New will then take the gavel as the 
head of the national organization and call 
on Secretary Elmer Dover to read the call 
for the convention. Mr. Dover, however, 
will allow John R. Malloy of Columbus, O., 
the temporary secretary of the convention, 
to read the call, . 

Then the oratory will begin. Mr. New will 
introduce ator J. C. Burrows of Michigan, 
the temporary chairman, to the convention, 
and Mr. Burrows will make the “ keynote ” 
speech. Mr. Burrows is regarded as one of 
the best speakers in the United States sen- 
ate, and what he has to say will be received 
with special interest. He will name the va- 
rious committes, and.then the convention 
will adjourn until they can formulate their 
reports. | 

“ne credentials committee will get to- 
gether just as soon as the convéhtion has 
adjourned in the room of the national com- 
mittee at the Coliseum annex. The commit- 
tee on permanent organization is scheduled 
to meet in parlor 1614 at the Auditorium <An- 
nex at 4 o'clock, and an hour later the com- 
mittee on rules and order of business will 
meet at the same place. The committee on 
resolutions will meet in the Francis room 
at the Auditorium Annex at 4o0’clock. 


Temporary Roll Call Prepared. 

The temporary roll call has been prepared 
by the national committee, which has 
been in session here in Chicago for more than 
a week. Its duty was to examine into the 
claims of various contestants for seats, and 
to determine the list of those who were on 
the face of the returns entitied to vote. This 
creates a temporary roll of the convention, 
which is for the time being the only official 
list of delegates. 

Before the first recess on Tuesday each 
delegation as it appears on the temporary 
roll will send in the name of one member to 
act on the committee on credentials, another 
for the committee on rules and order of bust- 
ness, a third for the committee*on resolu- 
tions, which makes the platform, with rep- 
resentatives on some other committees of 
less importance at the outset. The work of 
the convention will then be transferred to 
those committees which will be in almost 
continual session day and night until their 
labors are concluded. The national com- 
mittee, of course, decided the contests only 
on a prima facia basis. The committee. on 
credentials will go into every contest and 
attempt to determine it on its merits. This 
may easily take two and possibly three days 
before the permanent roll of the convention 
is finally made up. 


Long Fight Over Platform? 

In the meanwhile the committee on reso- 
lutions will have referred to it everything 
in the nature of a resolution or a suggestion 
for the platform, and all of these things 
will be presented to the committee without 
being submitted to the convention. While 
the credentials committee is worrying over 
the list of delegates and listening to the fan- 
tastic pleas of disappointed politicians from 
various states and districts, the resolutions 
committee will get to work on the platform. 
It will take all the various suggestions and 
outlines which are presented to it and at- 


whole. 

Meanwhile the committee on rules and 
order of business will prepare a list of per- 
manent officers and rules for the conduct of 
the convention. In each case the report of 
the. committee is, of course, subject to de- 
bate on the floor of the convention, and 
where there is opposition it must be adopted 
or amended by a majority vote. 

The Rev. William O. Waters of Chicago 
will offer prayer at the opening of the cen- 
vention on Wednesday, and afterwards 
Chairman Burrows will call fer committee 
reports which will not be forthcoming. The 
parade of the marching clubs will take up the 
greater portion of the day’s session. From 
then on the program is problematical, Sen- 
ator Lodge will be permanent chairman.

TAFT’S TARIFF ACCEPTED 
Revision Called Inevitable, but 


the Anti-Injunction Plan 
Creates a Stir. (|

Wade Ellis, attorney general of Ohio, who 
brought’ the tentative platform from Wash- 
ington, and Senator A. J. Hopkins of Mil- 
‘nois, who is to be chairman of the committee 
on solutions. of the republican national 
convention; held a two hours’ conference in 
the senator's law offices in the Temple yes- 
terday afternoon. When it was over the 
results were declared to be satisfactory. 

The meeting was largely a comparing of 
notee. Senator Hopkins just has come from 
New York, where he had extended talks 
with Senator Aldrich and some of his friends 
who represent what may be called the “‘ east- 
ern ideas’ in platform building, and he and 
Mr. Ellis went over the tentative document 
which met with administration approval to 
determine how much variance there was be- 
tween it and the New York notions. 

At the end of the two hours’ talk Senator 
Hopkins took the train for Aurora, but Mr. 
Ellis when he got back to the botel reported 
‘that the meeting had been “highly satis- 
factory,” which was taken to mean there 
were no irreconcilable differences between 
the platform as drawn and what the extreme 
conservative element would like to see in it. 


Ali Agree on Revision. 

On the tariff question Senator Hopkins 
reported no djfference of opinion at all. The 
most advanced “ standpatters "’ had recog- 
nized the necessity for a plank advocating 
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tariff revision at once and preferred it be 


done by a special session, so it could be 
accomplished without any outside complica- 
tions and awe quickly as possible in order to 
disturb business no more than is absolutely’ 
necessary. 

As to the exact form the tariff plank in the 
platform should take, it is practicaHy con- 
ceded this did not make so much difference 
as had been generally claimed. As long as 
the purpose to revise the tarif€ was plainly 
set forth and there were no “jokers ”’ in it 
intended to obscure the issue, congress would 
attend to the details anyhow in its own 
willful way when it considered the quéstion. 

In the hotel corridors and atconferences of 
leaders, however, it is the fight over the 
anti-injunction plank which is exciting the 
interest. . The desire of the national admin- 
istration to have such a plank in the platform. 
is being bitterly opposed by the anti-Taft 
people, and the opposition is growing more 
bitter every day. Yesterday it took the 
form of an attempt to arouse old party preju- 
dices by denouncing any plank of the kind 
as not only an invention of the democrats 
but of that particular democrat, John P. 
Altgeld, way back in 1896. . 


Plank Is a Compromise. r 

The anti-injunction plank now in the tenta-, 
tive platform is mild enough, being entirely 
a compromise between the extremists of both 
factions. 

It may be stated positively that it fixes no 
limit of time within which hearings shell 
be granted, and indeed mentions neither 
the word “hearing” nor “hotice.” It ts 
not a plank that places any limitation upon 
ethe reasonable action of the courts to pro- 
vide protection for lives and property. 

On the other hand, it contemplates legis- 
lation requiring the courts to give immedi- 
ate attention to any applications that may 
be made out and prevents the issuance of 
such injunctions without due consideration. 

Although Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, may 
deny it, men who know said today that he 
had seen the plank in Washington and had 
given his approval to it. If this be true Mr. 
Gompers’ mission to Chicago ts for the pur- 
pose of seeing that the resolutions com- 
mittee and the convention adopt the plank 
witheut material change. 


Join to Fight Plank. 

Representatives of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation here are understood to have pooled 
their issues with railroad men, who are op- 
posed also to the railroad plank as it was 
drafted in Washington, and will make a de- 
termined effort to induce the resolutions com- 
mittee to refuse to report the anti-injunction 
provision. Should this be done. undoubtedly 
a big fight will be precipitatea upon the floor 
of the convention, for the laborites are deter- 
mined they will have the kind of action they! 
want, and they threaten if the republican 
convention rejects their petition they will 
go in‘force to Denver. 

This threat is not as serious as it may seem, 
for the reason that the labor people in any 
event will urge the democrats to insert an 
anti-injunction plank in the democratic plat- 
form in order that they may be sure of win- 
ning whichever way the election goes next 
November. | 

Call It Attack on Courts. 


The cry of the opponents of the plank Is 
that no matter how mild it may be in form it 
will yet be construed as an attack on the 
courts, as an attempt to dictate to the judicial 
branch of the government and a breaking 
down of the line which the constitution draws 
between the judiciary and the legislative 
and executive branches. All this was de- 
nounced as dangerous in the extreme. 

The proceedings of the democratic conven- 
tion of 1896 here in Chicago when Bryan 
first was nominated were recalled and the 
crusade of Altgeld against what he termed 
“government by injunction” recounted. 

The warning given by Senator David B. 
Hill of New ‘York to that convention that 
the attack on the United States Supreme 
court in the Altgeld platform would prove 
even more fatal to the democratic party than 
the 16 to”l free silver plank was recalled and 
the claim made that the prophesy had been 
fulfilled. The attempt throughout was to 
make it appear that any plank effecting 
judicial procedure which might be adopted 
would be construed as an attack on the 
courts. 


Committee May Change It. 


The makeup of the resolutions committee 
will have much to¢do, of course, with the 
action that shall be taken upon the anti-in- 
junction plank. It ig estimated by the Taft 
forces that what are known as the con- 
servative interests will not have more than 
fifteen out of the fifty-two members of the 
committee. The anti-Taft forces say they 
will have a larger-representation and they 
predict that Mr. Taft will be represented 
by.a bare majority. It is realized by all, 
however, that as the secretary will be the 
candidate of the party he will be able to 
dictate what the plattorm shall coftain. 
Therefore, it is not expected that any ma- 
terial change will be made in the language, 
as it will be submitted to the committee by 
Mr. Ellis, 


Phraseology Is Changed. 
The last few days have seen numerous con- 
ferences with respect to the platform. In 


the president and’ Secretary Taft, a number 
of changes in phraseology of various itm- 
portant planks have been made. Mr. Eliis 
has consulted with a number of men friendly

Platform Makes Combinations. 


The planks relating to the railroads and 
the trusts necessarily are more or less com- 
bined under one head, though specific dec- 
laration is made with respect to the further 
regulation of the railroads, and also regard- 
ing corporations, 

The platform calls attention to the splen- 
did reguits which haVe been secured through 
the enforcement of the law, both against 
railroads and trusts. .It is pointed out that 
rebating and discrimination in interstate 
commerce has ceased, Today greater hon- 
esty ,exists in the administration of rail- 
conde 
the case in the history of the country. 

The railroad plank recognizes the prin- 
ciple of competition, between common car- 
riers, and declares emphatically against any 
action which may seek to reduce competing 
lines to a common control... It . further 
pledges. the republican party to enact legis- 
lation under which the interstete com- 
merce commission shall be empowered to reg- 
ulate the future issues of securities by rail- 
roads. ) 

In other words, the: party does not pro- 
pose, if the plank drafted by the president 
and Secretary Taft be adepted, to permit 
overcapitalization in the future.. No refer- 
ence to issues which are in force is present, 
and it is the purpose to refran from using 
any language which might be construed as 
a condemnation of them. ' | 

Emphasis is laid upon the fact that the legis- 
lation the president and ‘secretary. of war 
want will give stability to railroad values and 
make it possible to float future issues with- 
out difficulty, since they will have the in- 
dorsement of a government: body. 


Regulation of Trusts. 


The other feature of the platform in which 
capital and labor are interested is that in 
relation to the regulation of trusts. Ags in 
the case of the-raliroads; ‘the: course of the 
administration in the prosecution of various 
injurious combinations is emphatically. in- 
dorsed. The plank recognizes, however, that 
the time has come for modification of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, and it is provided 
therefore that améndments shall be made 
under which trade and labor agreements not 
contrary to the public interests may be en- 
tered into. 

There is no condemnation of boycotts which 
the president expressed during: the last sés- 
sion of congress, and none will be made. 

There is a currency plank. It approves 
the action of congress fn providing for an 
emergency currency and, in ‘appointing a 
commission to investigate the subject and 
prepare a permanent scheme of reform. No 
time limit ts fixed within which the legisla- 
tion shall be placed upon the statute books. 
There will be no doubt as to the acceptabil- 
ity of this plank to every wing of the party. 
Planks also cover the Panama canal, army, 
navy, ete. 


Called a Specific Document. 


Men who have seen the platform say, it is 
one of the most direct and specific documents 
of the kind that ever has been presented to 
the republican party for adoption since the 
time of Fremont. It begine with a history 
of the party and recites its achievements. It 
claims the great progress the country has 
made has been due to republican legislation 
and administration. It is graphically: writ- 
ten, and it is predicted by republican leaders 
that it will appeal strongly to the country. 
Its close ig as interesting as its beginning. 
It declares that the republican party is the 
party of individualism, while the democratic 
party is the party of socialism.

The crowds have come! 

Michigan avenue and the hotels of the 
loop district last night presetited a spectacle 
of packed humans, moving slowly and aim- 
lessly, seeking a momentary rest for tired 
legs before moving into crowds still denser, 
It was the regular story of the eve of a 
great national convention. 

The blare of bands, the glare of lights, 
the yells of hawkers vending banners and 
badges, and the hushed voices of politicians 
exchanging sage .bits of gossip that they 
themselves .didn’t believe, but were ready 
to pass on just for the excitement of it, all 
entered into the spectacle. 

Members of marching clubs in gay unli- 
forms, heads of state delegations, and parts 
of stage delegations, *‘ blacks and tans "’ from 
the southiand, and “ lily whites,’’ representa- 
tives of foreign governments, tourists—a few 
—and all the hangers on of national politics 
swarmed through the hotel lobbies. It was 
the “night of tired legs,’’ for in the case of 
the great majority there was no placeé to sit 
down. A few risked leaning their aching 
backs against the 8500 vases in the corners 
of hotels, but the niost of the walkers “ stood 
it out.”’ 

Bars Lined with Visitors. 

The bars presented unbroken lines of 
thirsty visitors intent upon washing Chicago 
duat from their throat. The headquarters 
of the various candidates were filled with 
politicians, smoking candidates’ cigars, eat- 
ing candidates’ sandwiches, and . drinking 
everything that.the representatives of the 
candidates had to offer. Verily, it was a 
high old time, 

The tenseness that hangs about big things 
political was apparent evérywhere. New 
Yorkers who had been led to belleve that 
Chicage is to be ‘‘ tame” during the conven- 
tion changed. their minds. The spirit of 
emulation entered into the feats of the cam- 
paign boomers. 

The Hughes boomers put up the name of 
their candidate in electric letters two feet | 
high and a few hours later the Cannon men 
lit up Michigan avenue with a “ Joe Cannon ” 
electric sign with letters ten feet high, When 
one headquarters put up a bale of bunting 
the headquarters of an opposing candidate 
were observed to blossom Sut with double 
the amount. It costs money to draw crowds. 

The hotels receiving state delegations had 
the names typewritten fn the register. It 
would have taken too long for everybody to 
stand in line and sign. By the time the con- 
vention is called to order ft is estimated that 
half a million strangers will be domiciled 
in the city. A great part of them will be 
sieeping on the cots with which the hotels 
are vientifully supplied. 


Merchants Here to Buy. 

Merchants of the great middie western ter- 
ritory tributary to Chicago have made it a 
point to come to the city to do their shopping 
earlier om account of the convention, and 
these business men added to the thousands 
of politicians and their families have filled 
the hotels to overflowing. 

Every hotel buzzes day and night with polit- 
ical plans and convention ‘“ frameups,’’ anc 
while the men are busy buttomholing each 
other with requests to do this or do that the 
women members of the convention colonies 
are vying with each other for socia! honors.

Former United States senator Charles A.

Towne a Bryan Prosel 

Towne. came from a state which was nor- 
mally for sound money, but he became deeply 
infected with the free coinage theories. He 
was one of the republicans who bolted the 
party after the adoption of the gold standard 
plank at the St. Louis conference in 1806. 
He joined the silver.republican party then 
and voted for Bryan. Of course he lost his 
seat in the houge, His place being filled by 
the same Adam Bede, who had meanwhile 
turned republican on the money issue. 

Towne filled a vacancy as senator for a day 
or two by appointment of a democratic gov- 
ernor of Minnesota. After that he moved to 
New York and became a Tammany con- 
gressman. Hehas been affiliated with Bryan 
in close fashion ever since he left the Repub- 
licans in company with Teller, Pettigrew, Du 
Bois, and the others.

Looks Keen, but Keeps Mum. 

He looks fntelligent, but the moment your 
@uestion is uttered there appears a blank 
look upon his face that makes you wonder 
how such an important work as the framing 
of the platform of a great party could be 
entrusted to him. 

* Platform?’ he replies, vacantly. “* Plat- 

form? I know nothing at all aboutit.” § * 

* But,” you suggest in an astonished tone 

of voice, “isn't it-true that you brought the 
platform with you from Washington?” 
e “Nothing of the kind,” is the response, 
given with an emphasis that ought to leave 
no doubt in. your mind. You think for a mo- 
ment, and then you infer that Mr. Ellis is 
quibbling. You look at his opaque green 
eyes, which are shielded by glasses, and you 
obtain no inspiration. : 

But he rather convinces you that he is sin- 
cere, especially when a moment later hetells 
you he may have brought some suggestions 
for the platform. but not the platform itself. 

Kellogg Plays Coy Part.

It is known he was 
present at the first conference which 
was heli at the White house when this im- 
portant subject was considered, and there is 
reason ‘o believe, in view of the part he has 
played in the prosecution of the railroads 
and the Standard Oil trust, that the president 
and secretary of war asked his adyice as to 
what should be said in the piatform respect- 
ing tnesse important matters. 

Kellogg is a man of pleasing personality, 
afc is known as the Beau Brummel! of the 
politicians because of his carefulness in 
dre->.

May Roll Hopkins Out. 

A movement is under way to make Kellogg 
the head of the resolutions committee in 
place of Senator Hopkins of Illinois, who 
also is cone of thei.platform builders. Just 
how Hopking came to be selected for this 
important position has been the subject of 
more or less comment among politicians. 

“He got it on his nerve,”’ was the caustic 
conclusion of one statesman who arrived 
yesterday from Washington. But, no mat- 
ter how he got it, it would be extremely diffi- 
cult to prevent him from being formally 
chosen as the head of the committee when 
its organization occurs. 

Hopkins was a Roosevelt man in the sen- 
ate and a Cannon man in Illinois. He did not 
- support Taft and therefore the men who 
have stood loyally by the secretary of war 
say there is no ground for his selection as 
the bead of the important platform commit- 
tee. 

Moreover, Hopkins has been known as an 
ardent: standpatter, and as the platform will 
deciare for tariff revision it Is claimed it 
should be submitted to the convention by a 
man who is known by the country as an ad- 
vocate of this principle. 


Hopkins Shows No Alarm. 


Hopkins is displaying no concern over the 
‘ @pposition to his selection. He has been 
informed by the president that he is his 
_thoice, and as Mr. Roosevelt has been say- 
ing what the convention shall do, the Illinois 
senator sees little reason for alarm over the 
hostility which has developed among cther 
aspirants for the chairmanship. 
He had a conference several days ago with 
Speaker Cannon, Representative Burke, man- 
ger of the Knox candidacy, and Senator 
Hemenway, who is taking care of the inter- 
‘ests of Vice President Fairbanks, and im- 
mediately afterwards started for New York, 
where it was reported he proposed to discuss 
the platform with Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Island. 
If this should be the case it may prove a 
bad strategical blunder, for Bryan unques- 
tionably will use the incident during tne

Decides to Put in Field Candidates 
for Senatorial Committeemen at 
Both Primaries. 


Advisory, councils of the Legislative Vot- 
ers’ league in several Cook county sena- 
torial districts have entered on a new ine of 
activity.

HOPES TO STIR CONVENTION. 


Insists Renomination of President Is 
Necessary for Country. 


United States Senator Jonathan Bourne Jr. 
of Oregon, the persistent boomer of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt for a third term, arrived in 
Chicago last night. Establishing himself at , 
the Auditorium Annex, he began laying his 
plans to set the convention. on fire with the 
third term. idea. 

Senator Bourne said he had noticed with 
satisfaction the uneasiness of both the Taft 
boomers and the “allies ’’ that some mis- 
guided and overenthusiastic person would 
meron the name of Theodore Roosevelt in 
the convention and start the third term 
avalanche. Mr. Bourne could be depended 
upon to be that person, but, unfortunately for 
his scheme, he ts not a delegate. He sent 
word home from Washington that unless 
the Oregon republicans instructed for Roose- 
velt they needn’t take the trouble to send 
him to the convention. They took him at his 
word. 

Mr. Bourne was more insistent than ever 
that Reosevelt accept what he calls a “ sec- 
ond elective term.’’ He said he would be a 
coward not to do so as a matter of duty. 
The senator also strongly deprecated the se- 
lection of Taft as setting up the bad prece- 


successor. 
Says Country Wants Roosevelt. 


“The country wants Roosevelt,” said the 
senator as he signed his name on the regis- 
ter. “The delegates to this convention in. 
overwhelming numbers want him and the 
obviously wise thing to do.is to nominate 
him. It ought to be done, and, in my judg- 
ment, it will be done.” 

Going up in the elevator the senator con- 
tinued: 

“If nominated, he will accept. I am ready 
to stake my life upon it. He must accept. 
As a patriot and a lover of his country, which 
needs and is demanding his further service, 
he cannot decline. He is not a candidate, 
Everybedy understands that, for he has 
twice said so; but Fe has never shirked public 
duty and will not shirk it now.*’ 

“But the president says he will refuse 
nomination,’ it was suggested. 

“Incoming delegates,” replied Genator 
Bourne, ‘‘are noisily informed by a few 
who want some one else—by those who do not 
want’ Roosevelt—that he would flercely re- 
fuse to stand for reélection, and disregard 
the convention's will. It is not true. They 
say he has written a letter within the last 
sixty days peremptorily announcing that he 


Let them produce such a letter. I challenge 
them to produce it. The suggestion that 
he would run away from duty and thus dis- 
honor himself is preposterous. His harshest 
critic has never accused him of cowardice.” 
Strong for Third Term Idea.

Lincoln, We have a big hunt on in this coun- 
try which: Roosevelt has led thus far. He 
should lead it to completion. His persona! 
comfort is secondary. Shall he put self ahead 
of duty? His first obligation is to the people 
and if they call upon him to complete the 
work he has begun, if they command it he 
must obey.” 


Pours Out More Enthusiasm. 


Carried away by his enthusiaism, the third 
term boomer rose and paced the floor, while 
he declaimed: 

“If this convention does not 
‘Theodore Roosevelt the party will puntos 
throw away the most valuable living asset 
of the nation and of the world. No man in 
sight can carry on his work successfully, 

** Moreover, if the republicans choose some 
other candidate than Mr. Roosevelt busi- 
ness will come to a standstill. There wil! 
be an inevitable period of stagnation, of idle 
mills, men, and money. The need of Roose- 
velt, therefore, touches the daily life of 
every American. Friendship for him, or re- 
spect for his character, or admiration for his 
manly qualities, all fine in themselves, are 
personal matters in a narrow sense. The ap- 
peal to his countrymen at this time is in- |

velt. . . 
‘ ‘This arcument about campaign contribu- 
tions is the most formidable the friends of 
Secretary Cortelyou have had to meet. They 
have not as yet made much headway in 
solidifying the New York delegation, and just 
at thé present time there is a possibility that 
the New. Yorkers may not be able to get to- 
gether at all.

COLISEUM PASSES GIVEN OUT. 


Fred W. Upham Issues 1,000 Tickets 
' for National Republican Convention 
_to Fortunate Callers at His Office. 


Real happinéss in the shape of a pase to 
the convention was dispensed a thousand fold 
yesterday in the office of Fred W. Upham on 
the seventeenth floor of the Commercial 
National Bank building. The passes were 
given out between the hours of 10 and 5 
o'clock, and most. of the lucky 1,000 came in 
person, Some few sent office boys and mes- 
pengers, but the greater bulk of the throng 
that was kept in order, told to “ step lively,”’ 
and not shove, was composed of prominent 
politicians and business men anxious to get 
a view of the inside “ workings” of the 
convention. 

Mr. Upham had a force-of his office em- 
ployés assisting him at the work, and creden- 
tials were carefully scrutinized before the 
varicolored passes were issued. .

Mathues, former Auditor General W. P. Sny- 
der, and James H. Shumaker, former super- 
intendent of public grounds and buildings, 
were acquitted on binding instructions from 
Judge Kunkel yésterday. leaving to be de- 
termined the innocenge or guilt of Congress- 
man H. Burd Cassel and Joseph M. Huston, 
the other two‘ accused men, ‘Cassel is the 
head of the Pennsylvania Construction com- 
pany, which supplied the capitol with about 

000,000 worth of, metallic furniture, and 
Huston is the architect.of the capitol and 
also the designer of the furnishings of the 
building. 

-_ None-of the defendants was in court when 
the jury rendered its verdict, and there was 
no demonstration. The instant the verdict. 
became known there was a rush of those in- 
terested from the courtroom to telephone the 
news to the defendants. 

Sixth Defendant Went Insane. 

The five defendants were charged with de-’ 
frauding the state out of $5,090°in a bill for 
$17,000 for metallic furniture. Frank Ir- 
vine, a traveling auditor for the auditor ge 
eral’s department, was also a defendant, b 
he was granted a severance because his mind 
gaye way during the trial, necessitating his 
removal to an. ingane hospital. , 

The trial ended today its the second in the | 
series of cases to be broyght before the courts 
of the state in connection with the alleged 
capitol frauds. At the’ first ‘trial Snyder, 
Mathues, and aun oo with John H. San- 
derson, a Philadgiphia contractor, were con- 
victed of conspiracy to defraud the state in 
connection with a wooden furniture contract. 
They have asked for a new trial and argu- 
ment on the appeal will be heard in October.

Twice Sentenced to Death. 

Four times has Powers been put on trial for 
his life on the charge of complicity in the 
murder, the first three trials resulting In-con- 
q viction and sentence, death being the penalty 
in two trials. 

On the fourth trial, which. came after the 
ease had been carried to the United States 
court, being finally appealed to the Supreme 
court, which turned it back to the state 
courts, the jury disagreed and thereupon the 
efforts for a pardon for Powers as well as, 
for James Howard, who had been convicted 
some years ago on the charge of complicity in 
the same crime, were renewed. 

The campaign that ended in the defeat of 
Goebel at the polis, the struggle incident to 
his legislative contest whereby he snatched 
the governorship from Taylor, his assassina- 
tjon, and the campaign of proscription waged 
by his partisans after his death, were re- 
plete with dramatic situations and crowded 
the stage with actors who played important 
parts, but of all’ the participants. none, not 
even Goebel himeelf,. focused public’ atten- 
tion more clearly than Caleb Powers. .

Many hundreds of thousands of signatures 
of people of all parties and all sections were 
appended to the petitions that poured in on 
Gov.

“Finally he accepted the life sentence for 
murder and refused to take an appeal. He 
confessed every step in the crime except fir- 
ing the shot, and there can be no doubt that 
he did that, too, although he dentes it.”’

Goebel was shot here Jan. 30, 1900, the fata} 
shot having been fired, according to the 
charge, from a window of Powers’ office, 
Goebel died Feb. 3. 

At the time of the shooting Powers was at 
Louisville, but it was charged that he had 
loaned his office key to. others, so that the 
murderer of Goebel could stand at the win- 
dow when he fired. At the trials, as well as 
in magazine and other articles written by him, 
Powers declared that he had no knowledge 
that Goebel was to be shot; and denied that 
he had anything to do with the shooting. 

Georgetown, Ky., June 13.—Caleb Powers, 
who was pardoned by Gov. Willson today, 
gave out a statement from his hotel Here ty 
which he says: 

* The decision of Gov. Willson to the effect 
that I am entitled to my liberty after his 
long and painstaking examination of the reo- 
ords in all the trieis is, I think, ag much a 
vindication of my good name as though my 
liberty had come through the decision of the 
average jury, especially in view of the fact 
that ‘ten of the jury in the last trial voted 
for my acquittal. 

“Iam going home to my poor old mother 
and will remain there a few weeks in the 
hope of regaining my health. If my health 
is sufficiently recovered, by Sept. 1 I shall 
reénter the practice of. law in my home 
town, Barbourville, Ky., unless something 
} much better presents itself between now and

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15,000 Women Parade London 
in Plea for Equal Suffrage. 
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LONDON, June 138.-—Fifteen thonsand 


| women, gathered from eight countriés, to- 


day paraded through the streets of London 
in a demonstration for equal suffrage. Later 
they held a mass meeting in Albert hall, 
where their arguments were presented. 

America was given the honor place In the 

arade, the two leading carriages being 
Bios with: women from the United States. 
In the first were Dr. Anna Shaw and Miss 
Lucy J. Anthony, the accredited delegates. 
In the secosd was Mrs. Catharine Waugh 
McCulloch, the Evanston, IL, woman jus- 
tice of the peace, and several other american 
women. 

The demonstration today was. the result 
of Premier Asquith’s recent declaration that 
equal suffrage would mot be granted until 
the women of the country showed their sin- 
cerity in the movement. It was led by some 


of the most intellectual women of the Brit- | 
ish isles, and here and there were sprinkled’ 


part of the nobility. 
Mistress and Maid Mingle. 


The march began at Victoria embankment, 
where the suffragettes, in eight columns, 
formed for the march to Albert hall. In- 
eluded in the ranks were leaders in social 
life, writers, artists, physicians, lawyers, 
actresses, musicians, and dramatists. Side 
by side with them marched the lowliest petti- 


coated folk, such as typewriters, shorthand 
writers, clerks, shop assistents, and domes- 
tic servants, from the lady’s maid to the 
scullery drudge. 

Here and there itn the line buzzed luxurious 
motor cars and quick moving taxicabs. 
Many a woman in a plumed hat, refined face, 
and beautiful costume went by in crested 
victoria or landau, with liveried footman and 
coachmen on the box. Everywhere fluttered 
the scariet and white colors of the national 
union of woman suffrage societies, which 
organized and led the march. 

Fifteen bands of music enlivened the prog- 
ress of the parade, the decorative effect of 
which was heightened by nearly 1,000 ban- 
ners borne by the different contingents. 
Suffrage societies in America, Austria, 
France, Russia; Canada, Australia, and South 
Africa sent representatives to support the 


British women. 
One Lonesome Man Marches. 


The most picturesque section'’of the pro- 
cession was composed of girl graduates in 
their academic caps, gowns, and colors of 
all the leading Bnglish universities, They 
carried banners bearing the names of the 
world’s most famous women, and hada great 
reception everywhere. 

When the crowds watching the march 
spotted one solitary man sa Pg the thou- 
sands of women somebody began to sing 
* Put Me Among the Girls,’ nase the bystand- 
ers sang the refrain in chorus vociferously. 
Then even the suffragists smiled. 

Upon . ite arrival at Trafalgar Square, on 
the line of march, the ranks of the great 
parade were swelled by several thousand bar- 
maids, who had been demonstrating against 
the licenging bill. This, the barmaide aver, 
threatens to deprive them of their livelihood. 

At Albert hall, where the vast-tiered audi- 
torlum Was packed to the doors, the speakers, 

whom was Dr. Anna Shaw, reiterated 
the legend on thé banners in the procession, 
“They tell us that if we want to vote we 
must show that wedo.

VAGARIES IN PRESENT LAW. 


Articles May Be Classed Under Widely 
Different Categories.

PARIS, June 18.—Members of the American 
chamber of commerce in Pagis are planning 
to make the most of the approaching visit of 
the special tariff commission. At a-general 
meeting of the chamber this week commit- 
tees were appointed to collaborate with the 
commissioners and give them {fside informa- 
tion concerning Franco-American commer- 
cial rélations from the point of view of im- 
porters residing abroad. 

Members were privately requested to file 
individual complaint&and make suggestions. 
All complainte are to be treated aa don- 
fidential. . 

The vagaries of the American tariff and 
officials have tried’ the patience of American 
importers to the breaking point,- One mem- 
ber of the chamber, in discussing the situ- 
ation this week, said: 


Confusion in Tariff Rulings, 
“The confusion and Inconsistencies of the 


\present tariff laws and rulings are unde- 


sirable. My firm in New York annually im- 
ports thousands of dollars’ worth of articles 
from Paris such as women use. 

“We never know in advance in what cate- 
gory these goods will be classed. Take, for 
instance, glass headed hatpins. These may 
be classed as jeweiry, glass, or fancy goods. 
The tariff scale in each of these categories is 
widely different. In the course of the year 
the difféfence may amount to many thous- 
ands of dollars on either side of the ledger. 

“The same confusion prevails in leather 
goods and other varieties of merchandise 
sent from Prance. French merchants are 
naturally incapable of grasping such a situ- 
ation. 


Forego Vacations for Visit. 


“ America at present is the most benighted 
of countries in the world in regard to tariff. 
Not only the American importers residing in 
Paris, but the great French exporters, will 
do their utmost to send the commissioners 
home with urgent recommendations of re- 
form,” 

The chamber of commerce will give a 
banquet July 4, at which the commissioners, 
both American and French, will be guests. 

The visit of the commissioners is regarded 
as so important that Consul General Mason 
and many prominent members of the cham- 
ber have decided to forego their vacations 
and will remain in Paris all wommer.

The sores were so persistent and rendered 
the poor fellow so unhappy that a surgeon 
finally suggested that he have the arm am- 
putated. He consented and the operation 
was performed. Three months later the 
sores appeared on the right arm and fhen 
on the feet. | 

The patient sought consultation with Dr. 
Dieulafoy, one of the most eélebrated prac- 
titioners in France. The physician studied 
the case thoroughly, but was forced to re 
ject one hypothesis after another, until one 
day, in the course of his examination, Dieu- 
lafey noticed that the sores were similar to 
those made by potash burns. 

He plied the patient with questions and 
accused him of causing the sores himseif. 
The patient met the accusation at first with 
} indignant denials, but finally confessed that 
under the sway of an impulse to strong for 
his will to overcome he made all the sores 
himself with potash, and that the same im- 
pulse forced him to submit to the amputa- 
tion. 

Pleasure in Other Simulations. 

Dr. Dieulafoy said this was one of the most 
remarkable cases of simulated disease he had 
ever noted, Many faked disease for the séke 
of the pleasure it gave them—morphino- 
manes, alcoholics, and the like-—he said. In 
the present case, however, no pleasure was 
attendant upor the imitated diseas. 

The patient suffered terribly from the 
wounds and stood the suffering heroically, 
The successive treatments he was forced to 
undergo were costly and tedious, as well as 
painful.

DAR ES SALAAM. German Kast Africa, 
May 5.—Stand with me r the cocoanut 
trees on the shores of the beautiful harbor 
and take a look at the chief city of the 
kaiser’s colonial empire. Germany has five 
times as much territory on this continent as 
in Europe. and German Bast Africa ie the 
best of the whole. It is twice as jarge as 
Germany itself. and Dar es Salaam is its 
capital. The town is by far the most beauti- 
ful of all those I have yet visited on tne 
ehores of the Indian ocean. It is as brignt 
es a new pin and it has every sign of pros- 
_ perity and trade. There are great ware- 

houses along the wharves, a German man 
of war lies in the harbor, and e huge dry 
dock, aggre sty large to hold any ship of 
this part of the world, is on the edge of the 
shore. There are craft of many kinds in 
the bay, and one of the large steamers of 
the German East Africa line has just come 
in on its way down the coast. 

Colony’s Capital. 

Turning to the city itself, one ‘Walks 
through wide streets, shaded by trees and 
bordered with flowers. There are great gov- 
ernment buildings of old fashioned German 
architecture, which have been erected with- 
in the last few years, away down here in 
the tropics. The government house is far 
superior to anything In British Bast Africa, 
and the great white postoffice, with its tlied 
floors. makes one feel as thaugh he were 
in Europe rather than in the Wilds of the 
black continent. There is a large German 
club, a half dozen modern churches, and a 
first class hotel, which is known as the 
Kaiserhof. . There are many stone villas, 
the residence of the officiais, and there are 
some fairly good business blocks. The bufid- 
ings are all new, clean, and artistic. Most 
of them were built by the German govern- 
ment after plans by German architects; and 
the result is one of the prettiest and most 
artistic little towns of the world. indeed, 1 
know of no place which compares with this 
except some of the cities of Java, and they 
are by no means so fine. — 

The Germans have laid out the town 80 
that it seems to be a part of a botanical gar- 
den. It is situated not far from the equator, 
and its vegetation is surpassingly beautiful. 
The buildings rise out of cocoanut palms, 
and the fanlike leaves of other palm trees 
whisper a welcome as we walk through the 
streets. There are many acacias an@ trees 
loaded with flowers of all kinds. The roads 
are well kept. Every blade of grass and 
weed is pulled out, and a chain gang of na- 
tive women convicts pounds hard the road- | 
_ bed after each rain. These women have 
fron collars about their necks, and there are 
ehains which run from collar to collar, hoid- 
ing the gang together. They are bareheaded, 
bareshouldered, and barefooted, and they 
move along taking up the whole width of 
the road and pounding the ground firm with 
wooden stamps, which they raise and let 
fall in unison. 


Where the Natives Live. 


_. The native section of Dar es Salaam is 
back from the harbor. Neither Hindoos 
mor Africans are allowed to have houses 
{mn the European settlement and their huts 
are shoved off in the woods at the rear. 
The town has altogether about 25,000 peo- 
ple. The-most of them are natives of the 
different tribes which live along the coast’ 
and a large number who have come in as 
porters and servants from back in the in- 
terior. Many of them are Swahilis, noted 
as the brightest of the Hast Africa negroes, 
-and there are alsc a large number of East 
Indians who have monopolized the retail 
trade. = : 
These people all dress in cottons and théy 
are more clad than those I saw in British 
East Africa, Uganda, or around Lake Vi<¢- 
torila. Some of the native women are fine 
Jooking, but they all mutilate their ears 
and many scar their bodies so that the flesh 
stands up in great welts. The women comb 
‘their hair in such a way that they seem 
to wear hoods. They shave partings at in- 
tervals of about one inch all around the head, 
plowing furrows as it were over their scalps. 
Many wear enormous ear plugs, which dis- 
tend the lobes of the ear so that a silver 
dollar can be easily slipped itn and out 
through them, and a few have nose rings. 
Their clothes are of bright colored prints 
- ™Made in Indie and shipped here from Bom- 


bay. 
- Bairer’s Black Soldiers. 


Among the most striking of the natives are 
the soldiers. The kaiser has an army. of 
2,500 blacks to keep his millions of East 
African subjects in order, and s6 far they 
have done well. These negroes have been se- 
lected for their size, and they remind one 
of the famed, guard of Frederick the Great, 
none of whom was under 6 feet. They are 
big framed and broad shouldered, and their 
faces seem to me the personification of ugli- 
ness and brutality. They are dressed in 
khaki, with khaki caps with aprons at the 
back to protect the neck, and their uniforms 
are much like those of the German army, 
save that they are barefooted. These sol- 
diers are armed with the best of modern guns 
and they know how to use them. During 
my stay here I have seen them at drill. 
They go through all the evolutions common 
to the German army, including the famous 
“goose step” and other military gymnas- 
tics. I am told they are proud of their pro- 
fession, and that they are loyal to the Ger- 
mans, even when warring against their own 
people. 

During my stay I have visited the bar- 
racks. The natives are allowed to Nave their 
wives with them. They cook for their hus- 
bands and their presence keeps the soldiers 
fn a good humor. This same custom of 
allowing the women to go with the army is 
common in British East Africa and Ugan- 
da, save that there, the native soldiers and 
police live in villages of huts which are put 
up for the purpose. | 

Talk with Governor General. 

I met the governor general shortly after 
I landed here. He is the supreme ruler 
of the 10,000,000 people who- inhabit this 
great German colony, and he has entire 
control of German East Africa.. He has a 
great building devoted to his offices and a 
beautiful villa in a great park some distance 
away. My first talk with him was at the 
government house and I met him later in the 
evening at his home and had a chat with him. 

The governor of German East Africa is 
Baron von Rechenberg. He was educated 
et the University of Berlin and after grad- 
wation was made consul general at Zanzibar.

the text Gaster has no doubt, alfke on the 
grounds of its style and because of its hav- 
ing. been the basis for the Arabic chronicle’ 
and its close correspondence to the narrative 
of Josephus, who evidently used {t as a gen- 
uine source. 

Internal evidence of the text and the his- 
tory of the |Samaritans induce Gaster to fix 
the date pricr to the middle of the second 
century B C. The high priest who gave 
Gaster the copy seemed quite unaware of the 
importance of the book, which apparently 
has not. been preserved in any old manu- 
scripts, but Gaster considers this in no way 
invalidates the authenticity of the text.

: Pugilistic Writer Unex- 


pected by Friends. 


LIVELY DURING EVENING: 
Stricken Without a Moment’s 
Warning and Dies a Short 

‘Dime After. - 


George Siler, the veteran referee and sport- 
_ing writer, died suddenly last night at his 
‘ residence, 786 East Forty-sixth street. 

For months Mr. Siler, who perhaps wae bet- 
ter known than any other man identified with 
Ppugilieam, had been suffering 
trouble, and the attack which brought him to 
his bed, from. which he never was able to 
leave, came a litth more than a week ago. 

Mr. Siler was 62 years old. The veteran wae 
conscious and feeling in the best of spirits 2a 
few moments before death claimed him. In 
fact, so well had he been all afternoon and 
evening that Dr. Berry and .Mrs. Siler, who 
were the only. ones at his -bedeide, believed 
he would survive. But suddenly and without 
warning Mr. 
came at 10:30. 

Stricken on the Street. 

The Attack of heart feallure which eventu- 
ally resulted in death came on June, 4 when 
Mr. Siler was on his way to the station to take 
a train for Milwaukee to be present at the 
Ketchel-Papke fight. He fell on the side- 
walk at Madison and State streets and was 
carried into a drug store, where medical 
attention was given him. He then was taken 
to his home. 

From the first the physicians held out little 
hope for his recovery, although several! time 
he rallied and it was believed he might sur- 
‘vive.. For many days he was at the point 
of death, his great vitality;the grit and fight- 
ing spirit of his nature. showing prominently 
in his battle for life. But. he became Weaker 
and finally, four, days after he was taken to 
| his bed, his condition grew more.critical and 
the physicians resorted to restoratives in an 
| effort to-keep up the flicker of life. 


. Fierce Fight Against Odds. 

| For a time the effects Were apparent, but it 
+ was only a matter of time. The veteran kept 
| up the fight, hopeless though he himself knew 
hit to be. Many times those at his bedside had 
given up hope, but not George Siler. Many 
) times strokes which it.seemed would have 
. killed any, man. attacked him. but after them 
fall he. revived smilingly and-kept up the 
_umeven battle. . He sti was fighting yester- 
aay and last night and only when hature 
could no longer stand the strain did he sub- 
| mit to the fatal attack—the only “ knockout ” 
George Siler ever hadrecelved. — 

Siler had suffered from heart .trouble for 
two years before his death, the first stroke 
coming unexpectedly. From a man of ro- 
bust health, 
‘ually lost weight. until In less than six 
months his constitution had been racked, 
and he no longer was a strong man. 


‘Tries Rest Cure on Farm. — 

’ In an effoFM to gain back his strength he 
went to a farm at Oelwein, Ia., last sum- 
mer and remained there nearly two months. 
He came back improved, b far from 
strong. Last winter, when the veteran was 
given a benefit at the Coliseum in honor 
of his retirement from the ring as referee, 
on his 61at birthday, Siler was called ‘upon 
for a speech. “It was with great difficulty 
that he ~was a@ble to finish, as another at- 
tack came upou,him. 

In Pebraary Stier took another trip, this 
time to the south, and, although he remained 
in Georgia and Fiorida for two mont sa 
was not. better when he returned to Chi 
From this time on his decline was rapid, 
_and,~ though he’ ‘took é¢very precautién as 
to care and had the attention of physictans 
at all times, he gradually weakened until 


the end.

George Siler was born of German parents in 
New: York-in 1846. He celebrated his sixty- 
first ‘birthday and, incidentally, his retire- 
ment as.an official referee at the monster 
_ testimonial which was given him by friends 
at the Coliseum Sept. 23 of last year 

“ The greatest. referee of them er quit 
school ea¥ly, bat wot without.a foundation 
upon which to base they wor lly ‘knowledge 
he acquired iatér. It sin the noon hours 
while he wag employed as a packer in a fur- 
niture factory that’ he learned the art of 
boxing, and later he turned his talents in 
that ¢irection to good account In-nightly ex- 
hibitions at Harry Hill's and the other box- 
{ng bals chout New York. — Contempora- 
neous with him were Billy Edwards, Arthur 
Chambers, Dooney Harris, “ Siddons’ 
Mouse,” Mike Donovan, Steve Taylor, Mike 
Coburn, Johnny Clark, and Billy Madden, 
and Sile> was acknowledged to be avs clever 
as the cleverest and as fair as the fairest. 

When Siler’s father enlisted at the time of 
the civ.l war and went to the front to fight 
with Sigel, George became the head of the 
household, and his devotion to his parents 
Was constant until they died at a rae age 
within the last decade: 

In 1873 Siler fd Billy Madden, both lght- 
weights, toured this tier of states, meeting 
all comers, regardless of. size, in Nmited 
round bouts, and Siter’s encounters with the 
rough lumberjacks and miners were among 
the rich experiences which he told so well. 

Surrenders His Title. 

Some time after returning to New York, he 
gave up boxing and his title of Hghtweight 
champion, and became superintendent of the 
Coney Island pier. He drifted. west again 
in the middie ‘89%. and turned his:hand to 
teaching sparring atthe old Athenenum, as 
well as conditionin§® fighter&$ for the iring 
contests which were then of frequent octur- 
rence. 

Siler’s ability to write of pugilists and 
pugilism in an instructive and entertaining 
way was discovered through a persona! letter 
he wrote to Mike Donovan, boxing instructor 
of the New: York Athletic -club His first 
printed article dealt. with the philoeophy of 
the knockout and was printed tn the Chicago 
Times. He contributed weekly letters to 
that paper for a year and in 1888 joined the 
regular sporting staff, when he came to han- 
dle billiards, racing, and general athietics 
with equal intelligence and accuracy. 

Shortly before the Corbett-Sullivan fight 
Siler took charge of the sporting page of the 
Chicago Globe. The editor of the paper had 
opinions of his own and Siler differed with 
his sporting authority on the latter's well 
worked out theory that Sullivan would meet 
his Waterloo at the hands of the younger 
man. Siler stuck to his argument, however, 
and the article, whith found space in an- 
other paper, proved a sensation in the light 
of what happened. 


Writes for “The Tribune.”’ 


After contributing letters to the pink sheet 
for two years, Siler became attached to the 
sporting department of THE TRIBUNE as a 
member of the regular staff in June, 1900. 
The recognition of Siler’s ability and hon- 
esty as a referee was world wide. He offi- 
ciated as third man in more ring encounters 
than any other referee that ever lived. He 
decided the .championship battles. between 
Fitzsimmons and Corbett, called the “ fight 
of the century ’’; 
Jeffries and Sharkey, Ryan and Craig, Ryan 
and Carter, McCoy and Ryan, McGovern and 
Palmer, and Gans and Nelson. The last 
named contest signalized his farewell ap- 
pearance in thering. It was during that bat-

Siler had rounded out several careers before 
the world knew him for what he really was 
and should have started out to be. What 
he Wrote about boxing In the last twenty 
years was a compound. of ripe experience, 
solid judgment, personal gameness, and un- 
impeachable honesty, served with a ready 
wit and a quaintriess of style that were all 
his own. 


Interprets Queensberry Code. 


Theat he should become the arbiter of all 
points pertaining to the game and the game 
iteelf was quite natural. He knew more 
about it than anybody else extant and judged 
it ard talked about it more intelligently and 
fearlessly. He never trimmed or pared to 
serve expedients. His services as a referee 
were sought where the most importanit ques- 
tions about pugilism were involved, and his 
interpretation of rules was law. As an in- 
stance, at the Carson City championship bat- 
tle in 1897 he ruled that H was unnecessary 
for a fighter who had knocked his opponent 
down to retire to his corner while the latter 
was arising. The rules so stated, but Siler 
raised the question with one of the principals 
about the course to. be taken provided the 
knockdown took place In the corner of the 
fighter who delivered the blow. Thereafter 
Siler's ruling was accepted everywhere and 
was approved by the English lord who lent 
the rules his name. : 


Fond of Billiards 
Siler. was perfectly sound on the funda- 


/mental principles of sports which did not find 


expression in his natural specialty. He was 
safe on baseball, reliable on general athletics, 
and perfectly sound on the gentleman's game 
of billiards. He had more in his head and in 
his hands on this game than the public ever 
knew, for he never attached his signature in 
print to anything that did not apply to box- 
ing. The perfect reports of the billlard con- 
tests, amateur and professional, and the tab- 


ulated statistics that went with them were. 


his. Indeed many a billiard player now be- 
fore the public has received pointers about 
thé game from George Siler. 

Siler was about the last of the old guard 
of sporting writers, although he was about 
the latest to comein. At the ringside hehad 
worked beside Harry Weldon, Joe Eakin, 
Pete Donohue, Charley Seymour, Langdon 
Smith, Jimmy |Wingfield, Joe Campbell, and 
Nelse Innes, all of whom are dead, 


Kindly Side of Siler. 


On the philanthropic and human side of 
Siler’s character, those who saw him only 


as the stern and fearles arbiter of champion- 


ship ring battles knew little, and, indeed, only 
to his most intimate friends were his unos- 
tentatious charities known. Toe friend ora 
person actually in need Siler would give 
“ anything he had,” so, while he was always 
a good earner and could have accumulated a 
comfortable fortune, he died-far from being 
a rich man, as the world régards riches, 

Siler delighted in. the unusual and personal 
dets of charity which never find their way 
into the._public print. An instance character- 
istic of the man took place several years ago 
at a cheap eating place in Sherman court. 
Passing with a friend, Siler saw a crowd 
of unkempt men arguing and strug- 
gling and trying to gain the entrance of the 
restaurant. Pausing to ask the cause of the 
disturbance, Siler was told a stranger hed 
given the proprietor the price of ten meals to 
dole out to the unemployed. or “ hobos ”’ as 
some would choose to call them, 

“What is the price of a meal?’ Siler asked. 

Informed that it was 10 cents, Siler bought 
$5 worth of tickets and began the distribu- 
tién. Thereupon their would-be, benefactor 
was set upon by the hungry “bos and 
pushed and mauled about in the struggle to 
get the smal! pasteboards. Siler’s clothes 
were torn, he was stepped upon. ard finally 
knocked down, only to Be rescued by a police- 
man attracted to the scene by the commo- 
tion. Instead of nuretfig anger at the rough 
treatment Siler was taken inside the eating 
hotise and, with a guardian of the law to keep 


in order, saw that every one of the unruly mob 


secured a square meal. «

@s 2 work, the agent's duty is ekin to that 
of a fifth wheel in a wagon. He may have 
to learn the needs and the workings of a 
Gozen different industrial departments in an 
organization before he is capable of a pur- 
chasing agent's duties. And if he be the 
first purchasing agent in that organization 
he may expect to have the scaled resent- 
ment of every department head from whom 
he takes buying privileges. 

Jones, who may have been at the head of 
@ certain department for years converting 
purchased raw material, naturally feels that 
he knows his own needs better than an out- 
sider, who trains for the duty of purchasing 
for him. But ina large organization of many 
departments having standard needs for 
etandard materials, system has evolved the 
idea that one man, trained for buying for 
all departments and having only buying 
te do, is an economy.

. And the purchasing agent was born. This 
is anomalous from the point of view of the 
great department stores, where the buyer of 
@ department is the head of that department. 
‘There the buyer for the shoe department 
would not be considered for a minute as an 
emergency purchaser for the rug department 
or for the department of ready to wear cloth- 
ing. He must have his special training and 
his special knowledge of his one specialty. 
Which is inclined to “ queer " the purchasing 
e@gent in his all around duties as a buyer. 

_ Probably the one greatest field of the pur- 
ehasing agent is in railroading. But here 
the purchasing agents have their several divi- 
gions of the purchasing field, and in addition 
the superintendents of these severa) depart- 
ments in railroading have the privilege of 
making requisitions that in themselves often 
are almost purchases. 

In the motive power department, for ex- 
ample, locomotives, freight cars, and passen- 
ger coaches may be bought outright from 
the several builders. But at the same time 
«the materials for maintenance and repair to 
this rolling stock are almost eftdless and re- 
quire constant replenishing through the pur- 
ghasing agent. From the cotton “ waste” 
needed in wiping engines in roundhouses, 
these purchases run almost to infinity.

When. the jobber locates the dividing lines 
between the “wills” and the “ won'ts” he 
is on the high road to success. The Ifnes are 
as clearly defined as the ones between the 
“wet” and “dry” districts, and he must 
become familiar with them béfore he can 
hope to succeed. Whenever he makes a bad. 
guess his goods will be returned. 

On the south side, east of State street, they 
emphatically “won't.” To ask a dealer in 
this district to buy a “ flavoring ”’ is to in- 
sult him.

The goods he can buy. from a 
downtown manufacturer as cheap as he can 
put them up himself, The manufacturer will 
be glad to give him an exclusive brand and 
guarantee to keep. him out of trouble with 
the pure food commissioners. 

For $8 a Gay @ man and wagon can be se- 
cured to deliver the goods after they afe 
sold. The wagon man makes the collections 
or does’ not ‘leave the order. There is no 
Chance for loss. All goods are sold at a long 
profit. There ie no money invested: The

Electricians, ° he say’, often 
touch parts of the machinery to ascertain if 
there is a current in them, and while this con- 
scious and deliberate act results in no harm, 
unintentional contact with a less powerful 
current proves fatal. In experimenting on 
himself Jellinek found thaf an unexpected 
shocks of 350 volts was ferrible, whereas an 
expected shock of.

American Food Don’t Suit. 
: By James Browning. 


F you are one of the chronic kickers 
“against American food: and: American 
cvokifig, you don’t need to put up with it 
any longer. Wor do you need to go across 
the ocean to get something different. 


‘Just step across the river into the gréat west 


side of Chicago, eriter any of the restaurants 
of Chicago’s Europe and the foreign meal 
will be forthcoming. 

If you are tired of the “appetizers” which 
you have been accustomed to take before 
your meal order a small Greek herring, which 
is deliciously salted. «It will’ give you the 
appetite of a wolf and the thirst of a fish. 
A little Greek cognac between the courses 
and a glass of wine from Palermo or Athens 
at the end of your meal will remove you still 
further from the atmosphere of the American 
restaurant. You canthen transport yourself 
to-any part of Europe, or ascend the Alps, in 
the clouds of smoke of a cigaret made from 
the tobacco of that particular country or 
locality.

Much Foreign Foodstuff. Imported. 

Millions of dollars’ worth of foreign food- 
stuffs and tobaccos are imported into the 
foreign colonies of Chicago annually. By 
far the heaviest importers of:foodstuffts are 
the Italians and the Greeks. These two na- 
tionalities, it was estimated, import more 
than half of the foodstuffs consumed by them 
from the old. world. " 

Among the chief articles 4mported by the 


Italians are macareni, olive te wyy “The Germans are fond of their native 
ose baa? de 


cheese, tomato sauce, and. other 
wines. 

‘The Greeks import, in addition td sérié of 
the heavier foodstuffs, various kinds of 
pickles and. pickled. vegetables,-salted and. 
dried fish, Greek’ olive oil, and Greek cheese, 
which is‘as different from the Italian cheese. 
as is the Italian from the American. The 
Greeks import also.a few luxuries; Greek 


fore. Many Italians call American bread ' 
imitation bread.’ I was informied by doctors 
that this’ bread, together with ‘other causes 
of course, is responsible for many of the dis- 
eases to which Italian children are addicted 
in‘this country.” 

The grudge which the foreigner hasagainst 
the American bread is seen more strikingly 
in the Greek colony. The Greeks have four 
bakeries of theif own, where they bake 
bread in much the same way as they did in 
their native land. In the ghetto what is 
known as Bohemian bread is largely used. 
Those who cling more to the mode of living 
of the old world eat what they call black 
bread, imitation of the German pumper- 
nickel, 

“The Greeks order their foodstuffs from 
the old worild,’’ said a prominent member of 
the Greek colony, ** because they cannot get 
used to American food. It may seem odd, but 
it is a fact. They have not. their families 
here. They must get their meals in restau- 
rants among their own people. The Greek 
restaurant keeper knows better how to pre- 


pare a Greek meal than. an American meal.

Taft's Views Recalled to Him, 


When Secretary Taft came *homé from the Philip- 
pines he said that if a share of self-government were 
to be granted there the women should by all méans be 
allowed to vote, as he thought the Filipine women were 
better fitted for it than.the Filipino men. Regarding 
the women of the United States in Interviews off and on 
during the last few years he has declareé himself at 
different times in favor of woman suffrage. | 

But after his prominence as a candidate for the 
presidency became apparent his réiteration of hia suf- 
frase views bad added weight. He not oniy Yavorgs 
the. enfranchisement of women, but cbserves:

One of the heavier weight cotton voiles at 
eents a yard and about 32 inches wide re- 
quires about twelve yards for a dress, and in 
the darker shades will make up well for a 
general utility dress for hot days, if one does 
not wish to afford a silk, and oftentimes it fs 
possible to huy a soft finished taffeta in

yard which will give good service all summer. 
It always should be seen to that the bottom 
of one’s skirts are in trreproachable order. 
A dress never should be put away wit 
being leoked at, brushed, and shaken if 
essary, and perhaps a few stitches will > 


. meeded. Shields‘and neck ruches or turnover 
- @eHars should be in order, so that when'the 


dress ts needed on the morrow it will be in 
perfect order to jump into. If it ig not al- 
ways convenient ,to do these things imme- 
diately after taking a dress off leave it out 
until it can be done. 

Two attractive styles for making this dress 
ere illustrated here. In each one, skirt and 
waist are made separately and then put into 
the same band. This method simplifies’ the 
fitting and making and does not necessarily 
prevent the dress having a‘sort of princesee 
effect. Shantung is used for the suit having 
buttons on the plaijt.in the. middle of the 
front. 

Shantung is used for many purposes this 
geason and the most charming colorings 
prevail .iIn this beautiful material, and it is 
to be’ relied on for -its wearing qualities. 
Nothing ‘seems to injure it. Here it has a 
great advantage over many linens, which 
do not stand the process of washing’ so well. 
Shantung will appeal to those with-but lim- 
ited dress allowance, because itis so pretty 
fn itself it calls for little or no trimming. 
No form of dress is more useful, when

t should not be difficult to get a pattern

The ‘waist is a simple affair, cut out in the 
neck and finished with bands . matching 
those on the skirt.

It is almost imperative to have a couple of 
muslins or thin dresses of some kind, as wel) 
as dainty waists, to put on after one is 
through with the day’s work, or on holidays, 
Sundays, and the like; and with this article 
three dresses as well as two lovely blouses 
are shown from which to choose something 
pretty and comfortable. 

One is an inexpensive muslin in two shades 
of gray and white, 25 cents a yard. The 
skirt is cut in seven gores, and there are 
three tucks around. the ‘bottom above the 
two inch hem. The dress is:trimmed with 
an excellent imitation of a French Jace in 
black. These insertions can be hought for 
10 or 15 cents a yard. 

One row of lace goes straight around the 


‘bottom above the tucks, and a second row 


is put on, starting on the front edge of each 
gore, three inchez above the first row and 
coming up towards the back of each gore 
six inches: Two rows of lace are put straight 
down the front, and one row covers each of 
the other seams. 

The simple blouse is cut in a high oy" 
in the back and surpiice fashion in the 
front, the lace outlining the edge. One other 
row is put on half way between the neck 
and shoulder points, and still another row 
outlines the loose armhole. A little guimpe 
and close fitting half length sleeve of filet 
lace complete this dress.

hese bias bands, such as are used to trim 
thie skirt, are difficult to handle and keep ir 
shape. They should be laid on a table in- 
stead of being held in the lap, and the edges 
should be handled as little as postible. 

The waist has the loose armhole and com- 
paratively close fitting long sieeve, with no 
fullness in sleeve where the sieeve and arm- 
hole meet. The seam line is disguised By 
trimming, thus preserving without any ag>- 
parent break the line from the neck over the 
slope of the shoul@er, which is one of the 
most beautiful points of a woman's ftigune. 
The waist itself has two box plaits laid each 
side of the middle, front and back, and a few 
simple medallions in black lace applied. The 
yoke is of tucked filet: mesh net and has no 
other trimming. The dress hooks invisibly 
up the back. 

Women who Hike novelties when they keep 
within the bounds of good taste will be de- 
lighted with the possibilities of the. two 
pretty blouses iilustrated with this, article.

Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, who has not only 
described but. worked for the girl of 1950, pictures the 
girl of tomorrow as fulfilling. the Gibson ideal and the 
imperial type of the duchess of Towers. These impos- 
ing young women will be free from “the false senti- 
mentality, the false delicacy, the false modesty’ char- 
acteristic of the Arabellas and the Evelinas of yore. 
Nor will they court or permit “the falseness of elab- 
orate compliment and servile gallantry which went 
with the other falsehoods; ali these are disappearing.” 

They will be “honester, braver, stronger, more 
healthful and skillful, and able, and free—more human 


in all ways.” She will have a great many men as well 
as women friends, on an entirely free and good. fellow- 
ship basis. 

Mrs. Gilman complains that, although women anda 
men are allowed to associate more or less freely now- 
adays, 4 is always on a strictly sex basis, friendship 
between man and*woman. being a common laughing 
stock. Every healthy boy and girl resents this and 
tries to hold a free, natural relationship, but the social 
pressure is hard to resist. The girl may have as ‘many 
beaux as she can compass, and he may pay attention 
to as many girls as he pleases. “But that is their 
only way to meet.”

OCIETY and the stage have formed a new 
alliance. Since the day* of Lilly Langtry 
the star with a social as well as a dra- 
matic orbit has been Known in England. 
Mrs. Pat Campbell, Dorothy Tennant, and 
even Princess Henry of Plesg and a dogen 
other beauties who belong to the “ Chats- 
worth Troupe,” have done work that is 

professional in scope and standards. 
Everything is changed since the day when Mrs. 


Langtry shocked English society by her own determi-" 


nation and when Mrs. James Brown Potter became con- 
spicuous by deserting New York society and incidental- 
ly her family, and since Mrs. Carter horrified the/Chi- 
cago world by becoming an actress. 

It was not until the advent of Mrs. George Gould 
that the society girl upon the stage was really 
taken seriously. Mary Andersgn was hardly a society, 
girl, and went- rather from the stage to society when 
she married. The Kingslands were an old Philadelphia 
family and impoverished when Bdith Kingdon under- 
took to recoup their fortunes by going into the Daly 
company. Her mother, Mrs. Kingsland. drew the threads 
of her social life even more closely around her and 
Played her cards so well that George Gould was pre- 
cipitated into an ardent wooer almost directly after he 
had sought out Miss Kingdon as an admirer.

Since 
the girls have gone behind the footlights they and their 
mother have lived in a flat in New York. 

Mable Hannah did not have quite so much en- 
couragement at home fn her short venture, although she 
had a great deal of encouragement professionally. Her 
mother was inclined to be glad that she found the work 
about as much as she could manage, which was only 
natural, beginning at 4 theater where a matinée was 
played every day. 

“She had a week to prepare her part before she had 
to play in that short experiment,” said Mrs Hannah, 
“and I never have stopped holding it up to her 
what it would have been if she had had to play every 
day and study, too.” It remains to be ‘seen whether this 
family discouragement will keep Miss Hannah off the 
stage. 

Mies Frances Kennedy worked her way into the 
stage by way of the church choir.

Not yet have I told you what sort of New York audience “ A Paradise of Lies” 
is offered to. Mildred Holland goes starringly ‘around her orbit without hitting 
New York often. I was charmed by her uncommon talent... We wise fools of Gotham 
go to sea in a bowl, and if the bowl were. bigger our views would be broader, and 
we would know that our narrow bigotry keeps much genius under idiotic taboo. Mil- 
dred edges into our town at an aside theater and the audience that I sat in with 
was not of a criticdl disposition, Yet (and playwrights may as well take notice) it 
was affected properly by a weak spot in the plot that not so long age would have 
pessed cavil,

He can stand solidly, consistently, and 
whole heartedly on a platform that in- 
dorses the administration of Theodere 
Roosevelt. He has been an effective sup- 
porter of those policies and measures upon 
which the success of the republican party 
in the coming election must be built. His 
somination for the vice presidency would 
strengthen the ticket throughout the 
country. as an earnest of the progressive 
purposes of his party and of its deter- 
mination to take no step backward in: its 
great constructive program.

. In order to @émphasige the fact that he was 
disinterested on the subject of persona! gain 
he igsued a number of edicts, in one of 
which, dated Sept. 12, 1860, he ordered that 
all the objects of value well as the palaces 
belonging to the house of Bourbon were to 
be considered national property. Two 
weeks later he issued another proclamation, 
countersigned. by Crispi, in which he re- 
nounced any ctatm of booty for himeelf and 
for his followers. , 

What booty there was was divided into 
three portions. The art treasures passed 
into the control of King Victor Emmanuel's 
minister of public ruction; the money and 
jewels went into the national treasury, while 
the furniture ard palaces were takén over 
by the crown. In August, 1862, a law was 
passed by the Italian legisiature according to 
iwhieh the crown of the Bourbons and ,all 
that pertained thereto was ceded to the king 
of Italy, this law establishing beyond'a doubt 
that not only the paiaces but everything 
they contained, furniture, jewels, an@ works 
of art, belonged by law to the monarch of
